DEALERS DISCUSS 
MANY PROBLEMS 


Developments Noted 
Among Firms on 
Motor Row 


By WALTER BERMINGHAM 
HICAGO, March 29.—With a 
view to further developing 

executive and sales efficiency and 
Stimulating a deeper interest in 
the conduct of the automobile 
business, the Chicago Automobile 
Trade Association is encouraging 
a program of debates among the 
members of the community units 
of the organization. 


The Oak Park community dealers 
were the first to inaugurate a pro- 
gram of this sort, having devoted 
the greater portion of their Febru- 
ary and March meetings to discus- 
sions which were reported to have 
created unusual interest. 

The question debated at the 
February meeting was “Should the 
Service and Parts Departments Be 
Operated in a Building or Premises 
Separate and Apart from the Sales 
Department?”

Ford dealers in the Cleveland dis- 
trict have had a hard time during 
the last week of balmy spring 
weather to hold on their books the 
orders which have been piling up 
since December 3. Thirty thousand 
| cars have been on order here. 

Up until spring weather broke 
over northern Ohio dealers had 
| little difficulty in retaining the bulk 
of these orders, despite the pressure 
of sales campaigns of other makers 
who could deliver. 

The strain came during the last 
week. Scores ef buyers who have 
sold their cars in anticipation of 
Ford deliveries became restive under 
failure of Ford dealers to deliver, 
Many canceled orders and bought 
other makes.

In the case of the automotive development of this coun- 
try, suffering has been caused to perfectly innocent persons 
who have been injured by vehicle operators who have not | 
been financially responsible to repair the damage they have | 
done. This condition has within recent years brought for-| 
ward the subject of compulsory liability insurance of all 
operators of motor vehicles. The state of Massachusetts | 
has even placed such a law on its statute books. To the| 
unthinking a law of this kind would seem to solve the whole 
problem. 
as all that. 


At a recent meeting of the New York Automobile Mer-| 


chants’ Association this subject came up for discussion and 
Herbert G. McLear, counsel for the organization, made the 
statement that uncompensated accident losses amount to less 
than 1 per cent. of the total judgments awarded. In other 
words, less than one defendant in a hundred who is assessed 
damages by a court of law lacks the financial responsibility 
to meet his obligation. 

This brings up the question as to whether a compul- 
sory insurance law, with its automatic creation of state 
departments and its tremendous expenditures by motor 
vehicle owners, is not beating a very small piece of 
thistle down with a very large club. In other words, is 
not a law, which benefits less than one in a hundred of 
actual sufferers and yet costs the tremendous sums to 
enforce that such a statute does, rather a liability than a 
benefit to the people as a whole? 

We do not say that there should not be 

protect the people as a whole 
through accidents caused by persons not financially responsi- 


means taken to 


against loss and suffering 


ble. We do believe firmly, however, that such protection 
should be a definite benefit to the great majority and not a 
disproportionate burden to the majority and a benefit to 


only a tiny fraction. That is paying too high a price for 
too small a proportion of protection. 

Perhaps some form of the general public 
against injury by financially irresponsible drfvers can be 
found along the lines of the workman’s compensation idea. 
We believe that some method of handling the matter will be 
found, but we do not believe that it has been found in the 
Massachusetts compulsory insurance law or any other 
measure proposed to date. 

Any state which jumps into compulsory insurance 
at the present moment is making a risky experiment, 
with no sound proof that the evil it is embracing is not 
worse than that from which it is attempting to flee.

some sections is above normal, 
chain store and mail order combina- 
tions are beginning to make head- 
Way and the credit situation is slug- 
gish to the point of being slow. 

Offsetting these gloomy condi- 
tions, however, are most optimistic 
statements showing that the na- 
tional average, tested by the com- 
parison of February-March busi- 
mess for 1928 as against 1927, is 
satisfactory, with some sections 
actually showing an increase. 
There is a bright undercurrent 

gleaned from the various reports in- 
dicating that new car sales show 
a steady trend toward increase. 
Only in a handful of states are sales 
below average, with the sales curve 
falling instead of rising with the 
advent of spring. The weather has 
had much to do with this in sec- 
tions reporting smaller sales, and it 
has had its effect on so-called 
“seasonal” items in the equipment 
and accessory lines. For the United 
States and Canada as a whole, how- 
ever, the sales curve shows a 
slightly rising line with indications 
that it is headed still further up- 
ward. 

Reports from the South are still 
more encouraging than last month 
when economic conditions were 
said to have been of a sterling 
soundness. The South is quictly 
consolidating its commercial ad- 
vance, steadily progressing on all 
its business seate, until it is be- 
ginning to assume all the 
ef one of America’s major markets. 
Generally speaking there is no 
serious specter in the offing that 
should retard the steady progress 

which has been noted in the auto- 
motive equipment trade since the 


prov 

but there is a trend toward improve- 
ment, and competition is tabulated 
as brisk with chains and mail orders 
making progress only in éleven 
states. 

There is an undercurrent of 
opinion among the vice-presidents 
that a closer understanding be- 
tween wholesaler and _ retailer 
would work to the advantage of 
both. “Fair price” legislation along 
the line of the proposed Capper- 
Kelly bill now in Congress permit- 
ting contracts on resale prices of 
standard branded merchandise, 
would probably be one solution of 
the wholesaler’s preblems as well 
as aiding the manufacturer, think 
a number of the surveyers. Their 
general observation is that chain 
steres and mail order houses are 
offering no greater or more diffi- 
cult competition than usual, but 
it would be well to anticipate and 
be prepared for future develop- 
ments which might prove serious, 
they agree. 

MAINE, MICHIGAN 

“The chain store is a nation-wide 
development of growing menace,” 
believes C. J. Bailey of Maine, and 
is “taking a larger share of the 
business all the time,” thinks E. M. 
Cumings of Michigan, who adds that 
“in our opinion this will continue 
until dealers get on a basis where 
they can make a profit on handling 
goods at from 25 to 30 per cent.

PENNSYLVANIA 


H. J. McConnell of Pennsylvania 
comments seriously on the an- 
nouncement of a chain store pro- 
gram including the opening of hun- 
dreds of stores in the immediate 
future by one of the largest mail 
order houses in America. He points 
out that “these concerns are very 
active in tire, battery and radio 
business already, and are certainly 
going to be a factor very soon in 
general equipment lines in cities 
from 10,000 population and over.” 


NEW JERSEY, RHODE ISLAND 


The North Atlantic states have no 
special concern over the chain 
store development at present, but 
New Jersey as reported by F. Rob- 
ert Lee, and Rhode Island as re- 
ported by Harry A. Hoffman, are 
concerned over unemployment be- 
cause of its significance in reducing 
purchasing power. 


OHIO 

There is a perceptible tone of 
greater optimism about general 
business conditions in the Great 
Lakes and Mississippi Valley states, 
but an equal concern about the sit- 
uation of the wholesaler. The ef- 
fect of chain store developments 
on business in Ohio is “very notice- 
able in spots,” reports E. M. Lewis, 
and the entrance of the mail order 
houses into this field is viewed 
gravely by Pred H. Geyer of Wis- 
consin. 


NEBRASKA 

The explanation of this develop- 
ment offered by G. A. Rath of Ne- 
braska is interesting and penetrat- 
ing. He says: “The chain stores 
and mail-order houses are gaining 
ground because they have more 
points of distribution, which en- 
ables them to give better service to 
the customers.” 

IOWA 


Perhaps the best summary of the 
real effect of the chain store devel- 
opment on the country as a whole 
is the statement of C. W. Kaletsch 
of Iowa, who says tersely: “They 
are disturbers.” It is the opinion of 
the vice-presidents as a group that 
astute merchandising and conserva- 
tive credit policy is the answer to 
the situation, backed up by closer 
co-operation between dealer and 
jobber. 


MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 

There is a noticeable change in 
the reports from the Mississippi 
Valley states, which suffered last 
year on account of the - terrific 
floods. Business is recovering grad- 
ually, although not yet normal, re- | 
port A. B. Bussmann of Missouri, C. 
E. Turner of Arkansas, V. L. John- 
son of Kansas and H. P. Wolff of 
Oklahoma. One of the most com- 
prehensive and accurate summaries 
of the national credit situation is 
made by Mr. Wolff, who remarks 
pungently: “There is too much 
credit for the masses, who do not 
understand what credit is. I think 
that is the trouble right now. They 
owe, and conditions will be better 
when they pay up.”
